Sedalia-Cole Camp 


iihacties the resignation of Pastor L. Miller ‘iiliinent of the 
church at Cole Camp expressed their feeling that the time had come 
| when they could, with some effort, support a eee ‘of their own 
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witliout sharing his time and energies with the other congregation. 
The Sedalia people were not enthusiastic about this plant, feeling 
that they would be unable adequately to support a pastor by them- 
selves. Nevertheless, the joint council of the parish voted to separ- 
ate the parish and is asking the approval of the Synod of such ac- 
tion, The Cole Camp people secured the services of the Rev. W. C. 
Miller, retired, a member of the California Synod, who they have 
called as “permanent supply pastor.” It is their hope and expec- 
tation that they can soon make this an official call. The Sedalia 
church applied through our mission committee for mission aid on 
salary so as to be able to support a pastor. The Board of Amer- 
ican Missions was unable to receive an application with favor be- 
cause of an increasing shortage of ministers to maintain. its field. 
Our mission committee then included funds in_ its recommended 
budget for 1943 to provide some aid for Sedalia. The Rev. Sam- 
uel W. Jensen was called and installed as pastor at Sedalia; In 
the Executive Committee’s report there is a recom mendation that 


the Synod approve the discontinuance of the joint-parish arrange 
meft. 


Oklahoma City 


Since the last meeting of synod the situation in the Oklahoma 
City church (also referred to in President Klover’s report), | devel- 
oped as follows: 


Both the congregation and pastor were officially and formally 
voleqninnd by the Midwest Synod as members in good standing de- 
spite the pending court action and our disciplinary measures aginst 
Mr. Bloch at our last meeting. Nevertheless the Midwest synod 
sent an appeal to the Commission of Adjudication of the U.L. C. A, to 
determine the status of the congregation. President Klover and I (then 
you secretary) represented the Synod at the meeting of the commission 
when the matter was discussed at Pittsburg, Pa., June 24-25. The com- 
mission declined to answer the propounded questions categorically, re- 
ferring the matter to the civil court for decision. The Court announced 
its decision in mid-November, declaring that the congregation still be- 
longed to the Kansas Synod and that those members recognized by the 
Synod as remaining loyal to the Synod were the lawful congregation. 
An injunction prohibiting the defendant, F. H. Bloch and his church 
council, from exercising control over the services or property ‘of the 
church was issued. An appeal was made at once by the defendants, 
and the trial court permitted the filing of a supersedas bond to protect 
the interests of the Kansas Synod pending a new decision by the Uni- 
ted States Circuit Court of Appeals, Tenth District. Our E ecutive 
Committee agreed that we should defend the decision that we had been 
awarded. Briefs were prepared and filed by attorneys, and a. hear- 
ing was held at Oklahoma City. The court later requested additional 


briefs from attorneys on both sides, which were filed late in ali The 
court has the matter under consideration. 
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Throughout the entire procedure in the courts the church property 
_ has been used by the Bloch faction and the synodically recognized con- 
gregation on alternate Sundays. The synodically recognized congre- 
gation was fully organized with a church council and ne¢essary of- 
ficers June 9, 1942. Mr. Bloch has continued to conduct services and 
direct the affairs of the church, except on Sundays when the Kansas 
Synod congregation has had worship, and has continued to Decupy the 
parsonage. The Sunday School has been maintained weekly with 
members of the Bloch faction in charge. Dr. C. N. Swihart has grac- 
iously supplied the synodically recognized congregation, under ap- 
pointment by the President, since last May. No attempt was made to 
call a pastor as long as the status of the congregation was questioned. 


Soon after the last synodical convention Mr. John Shirk, chief 
counsel of the synod in the case, was stricken and after several 
months’ illness was taken in death. Mr. James E. ‘Grigsby, a part- 
ner with Mr. Shirk at the time the court action was _startell, has con- 
tinued to represent the Synod. i 


The decision of the court affects only the edagreg}tion. The 
Synod should therefore determine what measure it will take to clarify 
the stateus of Mr. Bloch who has been received as a member of the 
Midwest Synod in spite of our disciplinary action declaring him to 
be under suspension from the ministry. 


Conclusion 


The tasks committed to our care as the Church ‘of Chyist, and as 
a constituent synod of the United Lutheran Church in America, loom 
ever greater in size and importance. They need not be -eunmerated 
here, for their weight is constantly on our shoulders. That all of us 
may ever and again be strong in the Lord and through His grace be 
enabled to measure up to our opportunities and our eae coe is 
my prayer for us all. : , 


I appreciate the gracious and hearty ant ee, shin by the 


various officers and pastors of the synod in caring for matters that — 


have come before us, and your kindly patience. I count ite a privilege 
to have been permitted to serve you in my small way in this office.

_ (The following report made to the executive committee on August 
17, 1942, is offered to the Synod by vote of the committee on that’ — 


Brethren of the Committee: 


_ From 1935 to 1940 I held a commission as a First Lieutenant in the — 
Chaplain’s Corps of theOfficer’s Reserve Corps of the United States 
Army. That commission was not renewed upon expiration because I 
had determined to give full time to the Church. But in view of the 
national emergency and the state of war now existing, the War Depart- 
ment automatically revived that old commission and on August 7th I 
received an order directing me to report for active duty as a Chaplain in 
the Army of the United States. The purpose of this special meeting of 
the Executive Committee, therefore, is to present my resignation’ as the 


President of this Synod, the same to become effective this date, to- 


gether with the return of the President’s Cross, which figurateively 
speaking has hung heavily for the past several months. Also, I desire 
to submit a report of my activities since the time of the last convention 
of the Synod, together with records, documents and correspondence 
which rightly belong to the Synod. In other words, my se ws file of 
all materials are this date to be released to the Synod. 


All materials dealing with brother Frederick H. Bloch and tile Okla- 
homa City situation involving even civil action in Federal Court should 
be guarded with the utmost care and preservation. I trust that the 

retary, or other responsible officer, will compile all documents, 
records and correspondence for a permanent file when the status of the 
entire case is settled, both from-an ecclesiastical and legal standpoint. 


_ Among the valuable documents I am releasing are the materials deal- 
ing with disciplinary actions against Frederick H. Bloch. These include 
correspondence, three volumes of “transcription” and three volumes of 
“Exhibits” which are related directly to the formal trial. Also as a 


part of this case are the “Accusations” and the “Charges and Specifica- 


tions,” together with related correspondence. Affidavits supporting 5: 
rharges are also released. | | 

Regarding the civil suit in Federal Court there has been: a tre- 
mendous amount of correspondence, demanding untold hours of time, 
preparation and energy. I never dreamed there was such a drain on 
the nervous system as there is in the writing of letters filled with tech- 
nical issues which require the choicest of language. The materials on 


this matter which I surrender can be augmented by corresponding 


‘papers in the possession of Pastor Harrison, more i Secre 
tary Whittecar. 


The report of the Commission of Sitteiisntlen together ‘with re- 


lated letters, belong to the Oklahoma City situation. These papers are 
related to the civil suit than to Mr. Bloch. 
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Inasmuch as there has been constant reference to most of these docu- 
ments and papers as mentioned in the above paragraphs I ‘have found 
it almost impossible to effect a satisfactory orderly arrangement in any 
permanent manner. As the case nears its completion, and the civil 
ruling is expected any hour of any day now, it ought to be borne in 
mind that these materials should be classified and filed. In other words, 
I would suggest that a record be made of all papers and documents and 
wherein possible much if not all be bound. To have done this sooner 
would have resulted in an incomplete file, and anylway there: would have 
been considerable disturbance of the materials as when one wants cer- 
tain papers for exhibit or to take on a trip he dosen’t want. to take the 
entire library. : 

There has been a va « ion of routine letter writing, some of 
major importance. All such correspondence, including copies, are on 
file and I also impart with this. All other materials I am surrendering, 
such as various blank forms of many descriptions. 7 


My entire Synodical file is released, nothing being withheld. It 
should not be necessary for Mrs. Klover to be approached for the 
release of any letter as absolutely everything rightly belonging to the 
Synod is being turned over to the Executive Committee this date. It is 
my observation and impression that this is the first time there has been 
such a transfer of Synodical papers, at least in recent years. Neither 
Doctor Bard nor I received anything from our predecessofs except as 
we demanded the same and these were very few. 


Just a word about the Oklahoma City situation, 
As for the attorneys, Mr. John H. Shirk was saaliinie! with a heart 


attack a few days following the Synodical convention and has since — 


been too ill even to serve as a counsellor in the remotest sense. Had Mr. 
Shirk remained active he would have saved the Synod about a hundred 
dollars on stenographic expenses regarding the writing up of the ex- 
hibits in the trial of. Mr. Bloch. He personally assumed other expenses, 
as the stenographer’s work in the drawing up of the charges and speci- 
fications. Mr. Grigsby, I feel, has handled the case well and it is this 


date before the Federal J udge pending his decision. 


As for the final status of Mr. Bloch, it may be that this Synod will 
be forced to ask the Commission of Adjuidication to rule, since he in- 
sists he is a member of the Midwest Synod. I have reason to believe he 
realizes as do the Midwest officers, that he forever remains under the 
jurisdiction of this Synod watil properly dismissed, or u®til taken in 
death. 


Pastors Harrison and iid have been standing by to renter 
every possible service to the Synodically recognized group, numbering 
approximately 150 persons. Upon the completion of the matter in 
court these brethren will assist in the final arrangements so that the 
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congregation may be restored to normal. I i not expect an adverse 
decision, and we have made no plans for anything save victory. 


Possibly by the next time the Executive Committee meets a chnplaa 
picture of the finances involved in this Oklahoma City situation can be 
presented. Time has not permitted Mr. Bang and I to give a detailed 


- acount at this time. All requests for funds with which to meet neces- 


sary expenses have been carefully noted and the treasurer can, at a 
later date, submit a complete report. Such a statement by all means 
should be submitted to the Oklahoma City people for their information, 
showing them that the Synod has been dead in earnest in helping them, 
and my guess is that the total will hover around the two thousand mark. 
This, after all, is cheaper by thousands than a mission. 


_ I still hold in trust as treasurer the sum of $10.95 under the name 
of “Kansas Synod-Oklahoma City Trust Fund.” This fund was gathered 
by members loyal to the Synod, and the original amount totaled 436.58.

' Tam confident that members of our congregation there in Oklahoma 
City will again make an outright grant of money to sustain our: Synodi- 
¢al treasury, and in this respect I have verbal assurances which I realize 
I can’t force. But men like H. C. Bergstrasser and E. W. H. Falter, not 
to mention Mr. Shirck, assured us of more support in a financial way. 
In talking with these men, and others, they thouzh it best to delay a 
¢anvass for funds until the court has ruled. This should receive atten- 
tion from Synodical authorities at the opportune time. : 


| have two very important suggestions to make. First, I waald urge 
that Synodical authorities insist on the completeness of all files and 
records and the recognition that these are the properties of the Synod, 
thereby maintaining continuity. And second, I must suggest with all 
my being that when Synodical officers know of an impending crisis on 
the horizon that they do everything within their pc ver to aver oa crisis; 
not to meet it. Sometimes it is the part of true wisdom to let a Benevo- 
lent Providence handle some matters, but again I am sure Géd wants us 


ito swing into action when even common sense assured us that if we 
don’t matters will only become more complicated by unwarranted delays.

Topeka Regional Lutheran Home Missions Council 


This body, representing the United Lutheran ‘Chureh, the Augus- 
tana Synod, the American Lutheran Church, the United Danish Luth- 


eran Church, and the Danish Evangelical Lutheran Church, held three 


meetings during the year, although at only one of. the three was there 
a quorum of the members present. | : 


When I assumed office as President of the ae | also assumed 
the place on this council formerly held by Pastor Klover. Our Pastor 
Hamrick was President of the Council during the yea. | 


_ A meeting was held at Topeka on November 9 at which the Rev- 
erend A. M. Knudson, D. D., was present representing the Commission 
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on American Missions of the National Lutheran Council. He set before 
the council the necessity of the church’s equipping itself with men and 
programs to serve the many thousands of civilian war-workers through- 
out America who have become detached from their home communities 
and who now have no churches of their own faith near them. Respon- 
sibility for this ministry within the territory of the Topeka region (the 
same territory as is covered by our synod) was laid directly upon this 
local council. There not being a quorum of the members present, ‘no 
official action was taken. | 


On January 14, 1943, a meeting was held at Kansas City at which 
I was present. Officers were elected as follows: President, the Rev- 
erend Leslie A. F. Carlson (Augustana. Synod); Vice-president, the 
Reverend George R. Whittecar (U. L. C. A.), and Secretary-treasurer, 


the Reverend C. A. Schaff (American Lutheran Church). 


As a result of discussion on the problem of migrating civilian work- 
ers in this territory it was pointed out that the greatest service can be 
rendered by all pastors if they promptly report the names of members 
of their congregations who have left their local communities to the trans- 
fer service department of their respective synodical organization.

Pension Pian at Louisville last October. This new Reserve Plan pro- 
vides for a yearly contribution both by the minister and by the congre- 
gation of a sum equal to 4% of the salary. The contribution of pastor 
and congrezation will be credited to the account of the. ‘pastor. This 
account is increased by interest. The plan provides for ‘annuities for 
widows and minor children. The minimum retirement agie is 65 years. 
Members may elect to pay additional amounts for larger annuities. 
The plan will be put into operation when 500 ministers and their congre- 
gations or other paying agency have signified thetr intention of 
joining. | 


The original Pension Plan under which endowment fund income 


and apportionment receipts combined to meet the pepsiog payments, is 
retained.

As of March first, 1943, eighty pastors and their congregations 
adopted the Plan.

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Report of Trustees of Midland College and 
Western Seminary | 


The years 1942-1943, which began September 7, 1942, has been 
an unusual year. The war program has occupied primary importance 
among the outside influences on the organization and curriculum ‘of 
the College and Seminary. All considerations have been keyed into 
this. Not a member of the faculty, staff or student body has failed 
to respond with enthusiasm to whatever calls were made upon them 
by the Government or the College administration. The morale and 
spirit have been of the best. | 


The following developments shrine the year deserve special 
mention: 


1. Increased Synodical Support. The support from our constituent 
Synods has increased. Attention should be called to the fact that 
Nebraska, Iowa, Pacific and California Synods have made the ap- 
propriations to the College and Seminary a matter of priority. This 
guarantee of support has been very effective in maintaining the 
moral of the faculty. Will the Kansas Synod do likewise? | 


2. Continued U.L.C. Support. We cannot be unmindful of the 


- undergirding of the College by the continued appropriation of $8,400 


annually by the Board of Education of the United Lutheran Church. 
This appropriation is making possible the monthly reduction of the 
bonded indebtedness of the College. The mortgage indebtedness has 
been reduced $2,846.33 during the past year. Of the amount which 
is sent us by the Board, $1,000 is set apart for the department, of 
Christian Education. The remainder is used for general purposss of 
administration. 


~“ 


. Fremont-Midland Emphasis Week. The citizens cf Frempnt 
subscribed and paid $3,393.81 this year as compared with $3, 285. 63 
last year. This is the fourth year of a five year program, during 
which the city of Fremont promised to give to the College $10 000. 
The city has oversubscribed its promise, as these figures indicate. 
The Board records its appreciation of the efforts of A. E. Anderson, 
Art Baldwin and H. A. Gunderson, who are our official connecting 
links with the Fremont-Midland Emphasis Fund. 


4, Summary of evctinend. The total in the College was $14, 
distributed as follows: Seniors 19, juniors 39, sophomores 86, fresh- 
men 156, irregulars 14. An additional 93 students enrolled in special 
schools, exclusive of the Seminary, which had 26, and the summer 
school, which had 161. The net grand total enrollment was 694, as 
compared with 617 a year ago. ys | 

5, Faculty Needs. Ten years ago the salaries of our faculty were 
cut some 40%, very little, if any, of which has been restored to date. 
The renee salary now being paid is in the neighborhood of $1 p00 
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for a nine month term, and under present condithons! this salary 
schedule is much too low. A fair salary, based on tne scale in opera- 
tion in representative colleges, is between $2,000 and $2,400, and we 
should make every é: to see that this level is reached this year. 


6. Financial Needs. Although the Synodical ahd Fremont sup- 
port are increasing somewhat, the fact remains that the rise is too 
to retire our indebtedness, build up our endowment, restore 


~ salaries, maintain the equipment, and provide for necessary expansion. 


This Synod should take some action looking to a relief of this situation. 


7. Army and Navy Training Program. Seveval Nebfaska colleges 
have already been selected by the joint committee for the Army and 
Navy Training Program. The War Manpower Commission has 
written the College the following letter in this connection : 


“The Committee has approved the first group of institu- 
tions to be used in the Army and Navy Training ‘Program. 
This represents only a small number of the institutions which 
will eventually be used. The Committee will continie to ap-— 
prove other institutions. Every institution in thé country 
not approved up to the present should conclude that its 
facilities will not be used. The facilities of Midlanf College, 
Fremont, Nebraska, are receiving very careful eeeprrenton | 


8. Western Theological Seminary. Uncer the Jirektion cf Dean 
Thomas D. Rinde, the Seminary is having an unprecedented growth, 
not only in numbers, but in consolidation of curriculum and students 
activities. A fine spirit exists in the institution and gehuine progress 
is being made. 26 students, including partial-study régistrants, are 
enrolled. The property is in its best condition. By arrangement with 
the Executive Committee, Dean Rinde now operates tthe Seminary 


under its own budget, without sending requisitions through the College. 


The College administration supervises the budget, but does not issue 


| requisitions in advance. This gives Dean Rinde a “closer supervision 
of the operation and maintainance of the properties, 


9. ‘Properties. The buildings and prorerties of the College, both 
plant and endowment, are in good shape. With the limited funds for 
janitor service, Superintendent Wood has been able td maintain the 
rooms in good condition. With the decline of available men students 
for janitor services, it will be necessary for the Board to allocate a 
larger amount for this type of work. Be 


‘a 


10. Inter-College Relationships. The Coliege and Seminary have 
had very close relations with Dana College and Seminary at Blair, 
and have had several exchanges of student visitations. Luther College 
at Wahoo has also been visited, and a very friendly spirit of co-opera- 
tion exists among the three Lutheran colleges within ‘this immediate 
area, namely: Midland, Dana and Luther. It is bpped | phat the rela- 
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tions sibs these institutions shal] flourish and Lutheran education 
be further developed by our co-operative efforts. ) 


11. Prospects for the Future. To the very limit of its capacities, 
the College will continue its present liberal arts organization. Every 
faculty member and all departments are being maintained with the 
hope that no reductions will have to be made despite decreasing en- 
rollments. It is our firm conviction that any ground surrendered now 
will be. retaken after the war only at the cost of great effort. We 
believe it to be advisable to hold that to which we have attained. We 
may reasonably expect about the same number of young women 
students next year. The enrollment of young men will, of course, 
be less, due to vee ls requirements. Only pre-theolozical students, 
young men under 18, the physically unfit, and others deferred for 
necessary reasons, will make up the male population next year. How- 
ever, there is assurance that some war programs will be secured for 
the College. At present 20 young men are in the Civil Acronauties 
Administration War Training Program, and we are hopeful of in- 
creasing that number. These young men study for 8 weeks only, 
taking their ground school with us and their flight instruction at the 
airport. 


12. The Soul of the Colleze. Midicnd will not forget that it is s 
Christian college committed to a curriculum of liberal arts and 
Christian instruction in a Christian environment. Whatever is done 
in promoting the military program, and she will do all that is patriot- 
ically required, she will not fail to remember that the spiritual as well 
as the intellectual growth of the student is her responsibility. Evén 
in connection with the war program, she will attempt to maintain the 


Same standards that have characterized the College and Seminary for 


more than 50 years. Midland will need our prayers as well as our, 
support, and she will also need the presence on the campus of our 
children to provide the leadership and co-operation without which a 
~——— institution cannot be maintained.

All bills have been paid, funds borrowed from the build- 
ing fund have been paid back in full, the building fund is growing, and 
contributions of food and other provisions have been most generous.

Report of the Committee on oles 


An almost irreparable loss was sustained by se in ine sudden 
passing of the Rev. S. A. Hamrick, pastor of St. ark’s Lutheran 
Church, Atchison, on January 19, 1943. Pastor Hamrick, just entering 
his “forties,” had been in St. Mark’s Church and the Synod slightly 
more than four years, but in that time he had proven imself a talented 
leader in a number of fields. He was chairman of the Home Missions 
Committee at the time of his death, as well as a member of ‘the Luther 
League committee and chairman of the Topeka Regional Home Missions 
Council. In young people’s work, he had managed the Luther League 
Camp-Convention in 1941, and the Youth Leadership Canip in 1942. 
Many young peope of Luther League age and younger looked to him 
for counsel and guidance. As a pastor, his own ss testify to his 
deep consciousness of pastoral responsibilities. 


A son of the late Rev. Mr. and Mrs. C. F. Hanfrick, te was born 
August 16, 1902, at Woodstock, Va. He studied at the’ following schools: 
Graduate of Weidner Institute in Indiana, June 2, 1925; graduate of 
Carthage College, Carthage, Ill., June 10, 1929; graduate | ‘of Chicago 
Lutheran Theological Seminary, Maywood, II, May, 1938, receiving 
B. D. degree. After ordination by the Indiana Synod, at Louisville. Ky., 


-he transferred to the Illinois Synod and assumed the pastorate of 


United Evangelical Lutheran Church, St. Louis, Mo, in the spring of 


1932. After serving six years there, he accepted a call to St. Mark’s. 


Church, in Atchison, and was installed December 4, — py the Rev.

Social Mission Committee’s Report 


The Board of Social Missions has brought to our attention two very 
new and important matters this past year. The first has to do with | 
social action. and the second with the selection of a director 


of evangelism. 


Facts regarding these two important items make up the main bedi 
of the committee’s report. It is necessary that these facts appear in 
print, so that our Synod may discuss and decide upon a synodical plan 
of co-operation with the Board of Social Missions. 


I. Seminar Cn Social Act‘on. 


cae three-day Seminar on Social Action was held at Wagner College, : 
Staten Island, New York, under the direction of Doctor Koch. A group: 
of eighteen selected leaders came together and considered at some length 
the ways and means of implementing social action in the Church. The 
three major questions discussed were: 


1. What is the Lathoran Church’s approach to social problems? : 
2. What is the individual Christian’s responsibility toward solving 
social problems? | |

social issues?

after they have been written, but it is much more helpful to offer 
constructive suggestions before they are written. Therefore, your 
committee is asking synod to appropriate sufficient money to send one 
member of the Parish Education Committee or a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee of synod to the Regional Coonference | in Maywood, 
Ilinofs, June 15 and 16, 1943.

Leadership Education is particularly important in these days when 
we are losing many of our former church school teachers. One congre- 
gation of our synod applied to your committee for help in organizing 
a teacher training course. Our report on Leadership Training for 1942 
shows that 67 credit cards were issued to individuals, from the Kansas 
Synod, using our regular texts and 54 credit cards those’ using other 
texts.

War Emergency. A maijori'y of voung peorle for Senior 
and Young Peoples’ Luther Leagues have withdrawn from’ some com- 
munities to enter other locations where war industries offer employ- 
ment. Other Leaguers have volunteered or have entered the armed 
forces of our country by way of the selective service sy stem. Emphasis 
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on the Intermediate League and Boy Scout organizations would fit the 
age and needs of Leaguers not seriously affected by the war emergency. 


Cleser Adult Supervision. Pastors limited in time would have adult 
sponsoring committees giving counsel, directing and supervising the 
work in the congregation, synod, and Luther League of America. 


Limited Support Will Be Appreciated. If it is impossible to ties 
some kind of a Luther League organized and operating, the following 
suggestions might be found helpful: Sunday School classes of Inter- 
mediate and Senior age should be informed about the Luther League 
organization and program. Young people, organized or unorganized, 
could be interested to the point of supporting the synodical program 
financially. 


‘Luther League Convention. Since the convention will not be held 
at Camp Wa-Shun-Ga this coming summer, all pastors attending the. 
synodical convention at Topeka should come with instructions from 
their local League as to the time and arrangement which can be sa 
for Luther League Convention.

Report of the Committee on Merger | 


At its 1942 convention the Midwest Synod voted to suspend negotia- 
tions toward merger with the Nebraska and Kansas ynod$ “until such 
time as may appear to be more propitious,” stating in its resolution that 

“our earnest and many attempts to find common basis satisfactory to 
all Synods concerned have brought out fundamental differences in re- 
gard to the proper Lutheran attitude toward some importarit questions,” 
and “further discussions on these same subjects would seeni to be fruit- 
less.” Their commission on merger was dismissed “=r we were notified 
of their action. J 

The Executive Board of the United Lutheran Charen in America, 
on being advised of this action, went on record July 9, 1942, as being 
“still of the opinion that such a merger (Kansas-Nebraska- Midwest 
Synods) is to be desired” and “ready to be of further service should 


opportunity present.” 

Furthermore the president of the Nebraska olka | has requested 
that we continue our merger committee so as to be ready to enter into 
renewed negotiations. He reports that officers of the Midwest Synod 
have declared that they would request their Synod to reappoint a 
merger committee this spring. It would appear f m thése facts that 
the merger proposition is not dead. #- 

We therefore recommend:

Report of the U. C. L. A. Delegation 


The following represented the Synod at the convention of the 
United Lutheran Church in America in Louisville, Ky., October 14-21, 
1942: George R. Whittecar, chairman of the delegation; George L 
Search, E. R. Harrison, R. E. Gaston, Fred Kloepper, Lancaster; Evan 
Tonsing, Atchison; Barton P. Sibole, Tulsa; and Arthur te 
Hays. All were present throughout the convention. 


Wide publicity has been given to the program and actions of tes 
convention through the church papers, and the Minutes of the Conven- 
tion have been placed in the hands of all pastors and many laymen. 
For full information reference is made to such sources. This report is 
confined to mention of such items as particularly affect this Synod and 


All pastors of the church may be affectdd by the adoption of a new 
contributory pension plan which will be established and operated | ‘in 
addition to the present service pension plan for which funds are derived 
from apportionment and endowment. All ministers, upon reaching age 
of retirement, will continue to be eligible for benefits under the service 
pension. Additional benefits may be had by those who Aight ace o 
the contributory plan in accorgance with amounts paid in. , 


Keen interest was shown in the question of the U. L. C. A.’s se- 
cepting full membership in the Federal Council of Churches. Debate on 
this matter was intense, but the vote to continue the consultative mem- 
bership was decisive. This vote might well be taken to mean a post- 
ponement, rather than a flat rejection of our accepting membership in 
the Federal Council, pending outcome of a reorganization currently 
affecting the Federal Council. 


The convention heartily received and approved a proposition from 
the American Lutheran Church to establish pulpit and altar fellowship 
on the basis of the “Pittsburg Agreement” adopted by the U. L. C. A. 
at Omaha, and directed the Presfdent of the U. C. L. A., in conjunction 
with the President of the A. L. C. to consumate and declare the estab- 
lishment of such fellowship at the earliest possible date. | | 


The report of the Commission of Adjudication ,approved by the 
convention, contained its decision in the appeal instituted by the Mid- 
west Synod relative to the Oklahoma City church and its synodical 
membership. This decision referred the matter back to the civil court 
for determination without in any way reversing actions of this wat 
in regard to that congregation and its pastor. 


The memorials sent from this Synod in 1942 relative to inclusion 
of courses in Christian Marriage in college curricula was referred bo 
the Board of Education for further study and action.

It is to be noted that our apportionment to the U. L. C. A. for 
1942 is $16,123, on a basis of ae per capital of 6,529’ communing 
members. 


A resolution was adopted calling “upon all constituent bynede; and 
all congregations, and all servants and agencies of the Chufch engaged 
in promoting and advancing the cause of stewardship, to do. all in their 
powers to bring about an advance in benevolent giving commensurate 
with the needs of our time.” | ; 


A special promotional project was carried out by the delegates, 
acting under instructions given at the convention, as they visited the 
congregations in the Synod during weeks following the convention.

The meeting was called to order by the President at 3:05 P. M, 
using the Order for the Opening of Synods. :

| REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


Brethren in Christ Jesus: 


It being expedient by reason of recent developments in the ). er 
at hand and opportune by reason of our coming together as.“ y! od 
at this time, I present to you this report on the distressing miter in- 
volving our Oklahoma City congregation. 


1. A brief review of the progress of this matter will be in order. 
On Ash Wednesday, 1942, at a special congregational meeting, 
members of the Oklahoma City Church, acting under leadership of 
Fred H. Bloch, pastor, openly revolted against the authority, con- 


stitution and counsel of the Kansas Synod, of which the congre-

2. On February 26, 1942, the Executive Committee of al Kan- 
sas Synod adopted resolutions (1) declining to recognize such. action 
as being valid or to give consent thereto, and (2) recognizing a state 
of revolt against the constitution, authority, and resolutidns of 
the Synod to exist within the congregation and declaring those 
members remaining loyal to the Kansas Synod to constitute the 
lawful congregation. This action was ratified by the Bynoy April 
16, 1942. 


3. On March 1, 1942, the President of the ball Synod 
received the congregation and pastor of the Oklahoma City: church 
into that Synod without either of them being properly dismissed 
by this Synod. This action was ratified by the Midwest. Synod 
May 7, 1943. H 

. 4 On March 6, 1942, tn 
the United States District Court for Western Oklahoma, asking for 
an order restraining Fred H. Bloch, E. C. Doerr and others, as 
pastor and councilmen of the faction in the congregation that re- 
volted from the Kansas Synod, from exercising control over the 

property and services of the church. On: 27, this 
order was granted as requested. 


5. Meanwhile the Midwest Synod appealed to the U. 
Commission on Adjudication to determine the synodical member- 
ship of the congregation. The Commission’ s decision, June 25, 1942, 
was quite indefinite, and failed to answer the question at hand; 
rather, it held that determination by civil law would be necessary. 


6. Furthermore, by due process provided by the synodical 
Constitution, the Kansas Synod took disciplinary action against 
Fred H. Bloch on charges of “insubordination and wilful violation 
of the synodical Constitution,” and “conduct incompatible with 
the character of the ministerial office,” and finding him guilty, 
- declared him to be suspended from the office of the. ministry. 
Neither Mr. Bloch nor the Midwest Synod have recognized this 
to be a valid action on the part of this Synod, holding that Mr. 
Bloch was outside our jurisdiction when such a ats td action 


was taken. 


7. The defendants appealed the ruling of the District 


Court to the United States Circuit Court.of Appeals, Tenth District, 
which court, on May 12, 1943, reversed the decisicn and ordered 
the case dismissed on grounds that t e Kansas Synod had no bene- 
ficial interest in’ the Oklahoma City church and, therefore, the 
federal court had no jurisdiction in the case. . This left the matter 


where it was in the beginning, being clear-cut 
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—" of Bieta on the status of Mr. Bloch, who is 


decision from either the Commission of Adjudication or the Courts 
on the question of synodical membership. Our request for a re- 
hearing by the Appeal Court was denied, as was also our pe- 
tition to the United States Supreme Court for a writ of certiorari 
and a review of the case. Such refusal of action by the Supreme 
Court was made October 11, 1943. 


8. The day after word was received that the Supreme Court 


had denied us the writ of certiorari, I received a letter from the 


President of the church council of the Oklahoma City church, 
Midwest Synod faction, in which he said: “We have taken com- 
plete possession of the church and premises, to your entire ex- 
clusion, and have placed our own locks on the doors.” 


9. While the question was pending in the courts, the two 
groups shared the use of the church building on alternate weeks, 
by order of the trial court. Mr. Bloch has continued to occupy the 
parsonage and to conduct services. On Sundays when not per- 
mitted to use the church, he and his followers held services at a 
club room. Dr. C. N. Swihart, pastor-emeritus of the congrega- 
tion, who resides in Oklahoma City, has conducted services for our 
people at the church on alternate weeks by appointment of the 
President of Synod. As far as I have been able to determine, 
attendance at services of the two groups has been about even. 
Our recognized congregation consists of approximately 140 con- 
firmed members. The Sunday School has been entirely under the 
control of the Midwest Synod faction. 


It is to be noted that the Kansas Synod congregation has been 
contributing regularly to the funds of the Synod for apportioned 
benevolences and Lutheran World Action, and in addition has fur-— 
nished certain funds to meet expenses of the litigation. Laymen 
of the church have maintained effective leadership in the life of 
the congregation. One half the monthly bills for operation of the 
church have been paid by each faction, and our group has pro- 
vided an honorarium for the supply pastor for each service. 


On October 12, 1943, I met with the church council of our con- 
gregation at Oklahoma City to survey the situation. At that time 
action was taken by the council to institute a new suit in the state 
courts, asking for control of the property and services of the con- 
gregation, in the name of the members of the church council of 
our recognized group intsead of in the name of the Synod. It is 
believed by legal counsel that this is a possible way toward a set- 
tlement of the matter, although it will necessarily prolong the strife 
in the congregation. It is recognized by the council that full ex- 
pense for this suit must be borne by the local group. 


A further statement is in order relative to our appeal to the 
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under our discipline and sentence of on from the office of 
the ministry. The Commission of spe questions on June 23, 
1943. I have no official word as to the outcome except that action 
on the last two questions relating directly to Mr. Bloch was deferred 
so as to give the Midwest Synod opportunity to make reply and to give 
the commissioners time for full consideration. On the first two ques- 
tions, involving principles of inter-synodical relationships, I have the 
informal word that the decision of the Cc ion is definitely in 
favor of our position. Final action on the appeal is scheduled: for No- 
vember 10, 1943. i 


how, there three things that we as a 
Synod might do: 


(1) Consider the congregation in homa City, from “ prac- 
tical consideration, to be a member of the Midwest Syndd, even 
though its transfer is entirely irregular and contrary to established 
principles of church polity in the U. L, C. A; withdraw our recog- 
nition of those who have been acting as the congregation under our 
authority, and remove the name of Oklahoma City from our mem - 
bership. This would be the way of submitting to injustice for the 
sake of peace. This would, obviously, ‘be a severe let-down to the 
congregation which we have recognized and which in itself is much | 
larger than a number of the congregations in the Synod, and, if it 
were a mission, would be regarded as a substantial church. Such 
action would practically close the doors to us to further work in the 
second largest city in our synodical territory which is crowded with 
war workers and military personnel wn from the -~ corners 
of the country. I do not recommend action. 


(2) Recognize the First Luth Church of Oliahbena City, 
with its corporate title and property, > be affiliated with: the Mid- 
west Synod, and seek to reorganize recognized congregation un. 
der a new name and with a new co te identity, starting over as 
a mission church. Even though Oklahoma City is doubless large 
enough for two U. L. C. A. congregations, I do not recommend this 
action, for the reasons that: (a) the leadership in our recognized 
group appears to be opposed to such a move, and (b) support of 
such a mission project beyond what the congregation could supply 
would devolve almost entirely upon the Synod with little or no. 
possibility of assistance from the Board of American Missions. This 
would probably be too large a project for the Synod to. | undertake 


successfully at this time. | : 


(3) ' Continue to recognize our Kansas Synod congregation and 
give every possible encouragement to its members, providing a sup- 
ply pastor until the confusion is cleared, and making every effort 
to secure from the proper authorities lof the Church an State such 
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This is my recommendation:

sition, I: recommend the following as a step toward implementing 
such action:

3. In further rendering its decision, relative to the. third qi-es- 
tion, the Commission again did not make a definite answer, but de-

cation and testimonials shall be referred to the Examining Committee, 
who, in colloquium with the applicant, shall ascertain his knowledge 
and acceptance of the Lutheran doctrine and practice, especially the 
doctrinal basis and usages of this Synod and of the United Lutheran 
Church in America. If such examination warrant, the Examining Com- 
mittee shall, in each instance recommend to the Synod the action to be 
taken; and if, on favorable report of the Committee, a two-thirds vote of 
the Synod shall approve, he shall be received as a member of ad Synod. 


Section 2, Reception of Congregation 
1. A congregation desiring admission into the Synod shail place 
into the hands of the President a formal application signed by the Secre- 
tary of the Church Council and by the pastor, and shall send a repre- 
sentative to the meeting of the Synod; it shall sybmit a copy of its 
constitution, and of its charter, if incorporated. If these are in accord 
with the requirements of the Constitution of the Synod, the congrega- 
tion may be received into membership by a majority vote of the Synod 
at any regular meeting. Contemplated changes of its Constitution | 
affecting its articles of faith, adherence to the Synod and the United 
Lutheran Church in America, and disposition of its property, hee be 
reported to the prenaent for his approval. | 


ARTICLE SEVEN 


MINISTERS AND LICENTIATES _ |

1. Ministerial members of the Synod are ‘those who ‘have belsnene 
such by ordination, or by reception from another Synod in accordance 
with Article Seven of this Constitution. Their membership shall cease 
only by death, by regular transfer and reception into another Synod, by 
process under Article Nine, or on recommendation of the err mo 
mittee.

3. Every minister shall conform his preaching and teaching to the 
doctrinal basis set forth in Article One, Section II. | | 
4. Every pastor shall preach the Word, administer the Sacraments, 
conform the manner of conducting public worship to the accepted prac- 
tice of the United Lutheran Church in America, using such books of 
worship and instruction as have been accepted and approved by the 
United Lutheran Church in America; he shall care for the people of his 
pastorate as individuals and as congregations in common faith and 
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hieunonioie interests with all other members and congregations of the 


United Lutheran Church in America; give catechetical instruction regul- 
arly; confirm; perform the marriage ceremony in accordance with the | 
laws of God and the State; visit and minister to the sick and infirm; | 
bury the dead; install regularly elected members of the Church Coun. 
cil, and, with the Council, administer discipline; supervise all schools 
and auxiliary organizations of the congregation, and promote the up- 
building of the Kingdom of our Lord Jesus Christ in the community, in 
the homeland and abroad. He shall seek out and encourage young men 
and women having proper natural gifts and qualifications to 
prepare for full-time Christian service; co-operate with the agencies 
and officers of Conference and Synod in every way to educate the people, 
to increase their liberality for the cause of benevolence recommended’ 
by the Synod or supported by the United Lutheran Church in America; 
and shall use his best endeavor to stimulate piety in the individual end 


family life of the people, as well as a knowledge of the Church and her 
work by the circulation of the literature of the Church. _ 


5. The pastor shall keep accurate parochial records of baptisms,’ 
confirmations, members received by transfer or profession of faith, 


members dismissed, deceased or excommunicated, together with a roster 
of all communicant members of his pastorate, keeping the record of 


each congregation of his pastorate in a separate book which shall be 
the property of the congregation; and shall annually report an accurate 
abstract of these statistics to the Synod or to an official appointed by 
_ the Synod for that purpose, for publication in a Synodical table of Paro- 


chial Reports. 
6. No minister shall preach or perform any ministerial act within 


the pastorate of a brother minister, except upon his request, or with 
his consent; nor shall he visit and preach or perform ministerial acts 
in a vacant pastorate except from formal invitation of the Church 
Council, or the consent or appointment of the President of the Synod. 


7. A clergyman on the roll of Synod not engaged in regular minis- 


terial work for a period of two or more years as defined in paragraphs 1 
and 2 of this article shall be requested to deposit his ordination papers 
with the President of Synod until such time as he shall desire to resume 
the active office of the ministry, thus conforming to the action of the 
United Lutheran Church in America. 


8. If any minister in good and regular standing in the Synod 


enters a field of labor within some Synod in the same fellowship of faith 


with this Synod he shall, upon application to the President, be entitled 
to, and the President shall furnish him with, a certificate of honorable 
dismissal; but until formally received into membership of the Synod to 


which he has been dismissed he shall be fully amenable to this Synod. 


9. It shall be the duty of every pastor, when members of his’ 
pastorate remove into bounds of another, to urge such members to— 
connect themselves with the congregation into whose territory they have 
moved; to notify immediately the pastor of said pastorate of such re- 
moval; and, upon application, to furnish certificate of transfer to such

It shall make due and liberal provisions for the ministra- 
tion of the Word and the Sacraments, endeavor to hold at least one © 
service every Lord’s Day and see that the pastor is properly supported; | 
and make all necessary provision for the promotion of piety in its 
families and for the Christian training of the young. 

3. In cases of vacancy, difficulty or strife in a congregation the —

4. In case of strife or division, should any part of a congregation 
or pastorate belonging to the Synod reject the faith set forth in Article 
One, Section II, or revolt against the Constitutional provisions or its 
obligations as a member of the Synod, that part of the congregation or 
pastorate, whether majority or minority of its membership, which con- 
tinues in unity with the Synod and its faith shall be recognized as the 
lawful congregation or pastorate.

2. The i shall instruct its officers to notify all pastors and 
congregations that they are required by synodical membership ‘to make 
full and correct statistical reports annually, according to standard 
blanks furnished by the Church, and that the statistical secretary of 
the synod is required to make a summary report from those parochial 
reports, to the United Lutheran Church in America, not later than 
March ist each year. These parochial reports should be in the hands 
of the statistical secretary of the Synod not later than Feb. 1, of 
each year, and failure to comply with this reutieemant is : a to 
censure. 


VII. Committees and Boards — 

1. A standing committee on Necrology shall be ane to pre- 
pare suitable memorials for deceased members and arrange for appro- 
priate memorial services to be held during the convention of Synod. 

2. The Examining Committee shall meet on the day before the 
first business session of the Synod, and all applicants for licensure or 
ordination are required to meet the Committee for examination at such 
time as they may be notified by the convener of the committeé, 

3. The amount paid any student by this Synod annually. shall not 
exceed $250.00. The Ministerial Education committee shall be allowed 
to aid any student they see fit, aside from those ——-- by the 
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4. At all Synodical committee meetings each member shal] preseal 
his expense account to the Secretary and the same shall be recorded on 
the Secretary’s minutes of that committee meeting. 

5. Members of elective committves of Synod shall be eligible fer 
one re-election only. 

6. Travel expenses required by pastors or laymen in connection 
with Synodieal work shall be at the rate of three cents per mile where 
private automobile is used. Actual railroad fare shall be allowed those 


travelling by rail. Necessary expenses for hotel and meals shall also 
be allowed. 


three laymen, as its representatives on the Board of Trustees of Mid- 
land College whose traveling expenses in attendance upon the meetings 
of the Board shall be paid by the Synod. The Trustees shall elect their 
chairman. This committee shall give to the Executive Committee of 
Synod a report of each meeting and make an annual report of the pro- 
ceedings of the board to the Synod. _ 


8. The Synod shall select two members, one minister and one 
layman, as its representatives on the Board of Trustees of Tabitha 
Home, whose travelling expenses in attendance to regular Board meet- 
ings shall be paid by the Synod. The trustees shall select their chair- 
man. This committee shall give to the Executive Committee of Synod 
a report of each Board meeting and make an annual report of the Board 
to Synod. 

9 A committee on Claims shall be appointed each year by the 
President. All bills against the Synod not previously allowed shall be 
presented to this committee which shall report the same to Synod. The 
treasurer is authorized to pay all such bills as are allowed by the Synod. 


10. A committee on Synodical Constitution shall become a standing 


committee of the Synod, instructed to note what changes may occur in 


the Constitution by actions of Synod and have same ready for printing 
the Minutes of Synod.
